King Edward however laid not adde hig pꝛetentions, but hearing the 
French king had fet out a gieat Fleg, conlifing of 200 Hail ot his own, 
and other Nations, be had hired, Wich had on Board them 40000 men, 
who Robbed the Engliſh Merchants, and made ſome fpoils-on'our Coat, 
being kult ok Pagnanimity end Ualovr, Reſolute in is purpoſes,. and 
reckoningThe krench as his Subjects, and Jnferiours in Arms; Eſpe- 
tially on the Seas, and hoping. by bis god ſucceſs, not only to win Pon 
our among the Pzinces, and Sates ok his tonkedeꝛaty, and purpoſing ik he 

might to ſtrike Terroz in the French Nation, concerning tholr Mars, 
ſet upon their whole Navy, with duch incomparable courage, and bold 
cpirit; that afrer a long, Obſtinate and Slody Fight, very few oz none 
of the French Ships wig bk bur were either talen, ſunk, oz burnt by 
the Engliſh, with a mich Jakeriour Number,- with incondiderable loſs on 
our id: This gteat Sea U'to2y much diſcouraged the French, and migh- 
tily encouraged the Engliſh, and their Confederates, to that the king land. 
ing at Slace in Trium-h, and going krom rhence to Gaunt, where his 
Aug lay, and the. ick Priace was atconpanity with Seven Earls, 
Eight Biſhoz3, Twenty eight Sarrons, ' To Hundied knights, 4000 
Men at Arms;-and Nt e Tyouſand Archers; all Aaliant Engliſh-Men , 
he jopned the Duke 0! Bravant, 'whs commanded 22000 men, Jaques 
Dariwell a tamo ig Fleming, who tommandid 60090 men of theſePzovinces, 
alſo the Die of Guilder, the Dargueſs of Meuſe, the Earls of Juliers, 
Mons, Savens, and Hanau't, the Tozd Tralquemoar, and divers others. 

With this gallant Army he Befieged the Strong City ok Tournay, 
which wis with gieat Refolutiou and Ualour Mankully defended, foz 
the ſpace of ten weeks. in all which time, the French king appeared not 
to Relieve it; howev:r, by the-Pedſation of the atozementioned Jane De 
Valois, Mother to the Queen of England, and to the Dutches of juliers, 
to the then Earl ol Hanault, aud Siſter to the French king, a Trute was 
one? moꝛe concluded; but that expired loan alter rheſe pelays rhe Mar be⸗ 
gun in earneſt. : 

During theſe tranſaations, the king returned home to beat the Scots 
out of England, who; in his ah ence, pared to Ja vade it, under the Lea» 

ding of David their king, fell veſperately-in Love with the Fair Counteſs 
of Salisbury; in this manner habing delivered her fcom the Siege layed. 
to her Caſtle of-Roxbourougi, hard pꝛeſled bp the Scots, he diſarmed him- 
ſelf. and with ten oz twelve Tozds and knights, entered the Caſtle, where 
the excellent Stautp, and modeſt behaviour of rhe ſweet Tounteſs, ſo Jn:

The vertuous Covnteſs having well weighed the Contents of this Let- 
ter, was much troubled in her mind, her bluſhes came and went; ſhe well 
knew the King was already marricd to a fair and Uirtuous Pꝛinceſs; g 
that he lought by unlawful Love to defile her bed; this ſome times put her 
unto a gꝛie vous paſſion, and then relenting, Pearly tears trickled from her 
Eyes, conſiveting'if te pielded, how much it would turn to her diſhonaur;
